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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: there is no support in the specification for the first and 
second support sections. The specification merely discloses first and second sections. 
There is also no support in the specification for a convex surface. Page 5 of the 
specification discloses that the upper surfaces or semi-circular and not convex. 
Correction and clarification is required. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "convex" upper 
surfaces of the first and second support sections must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure

The drawings are objected to because element numbers (52,54) are indicated as 
having semi-circular upper surfaces. However, the figures do not appear to depict 
elements (52,54) are being semi-circular. Further, element (54) does not appear to be 
shown as an upper surface and element (52) appears to be shown as both an upper 
and a lower surface. Until further clarification, the drawings and claims have been 
examined as the upper surfaces as being semi-circular.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1,3-7,9,12, rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by US 
Patent #6,463,704 to JETTE. JETTE discloses a modular floor including at least two 
main beams (12) having an attachment structure including first and second sections 
(110,120) or (130,140) forming a channel (115) therebetween, at least one cross beam 
(CB) and floor panels (as at 10) that have a recess to receive (20) of beam (CB). 
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Regarding claims 3 and 9, bolts (48) and locking mechanism (52) are attached to the 
first and second ends of the main beam (12) by receipt of the bolt (48) within a recess 
(not labeled) formed in locking mechanism (52), see figure 2B. In reference to claims 5 
and 6, the main beams include an extension (E) and a support (S) wherein the 





extension (E) attaches to the attachment structure (1 10,120) Or (130,140). In reference 
to claim 7, the cross beams (CB) includes a main section (formed by 24,26,28) and 
ends (20). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2,4,8,10-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 15-28 are allowed.
